Two die in fire 
at Cannel City 
early TUesday 

2nd fatal house fire in 
Morgan in two weeks; 
investigation continues

Authorities are currently investigating the 
deaths of two people who were discovered in 
the debris of an early morning housefire near 
Cannel City on Tuesday. 

The victims are believed to be Berniece 
Elam, 81, and her disabled son, Nathan 
“Mickey” Elam, 54, who was confined to a 
wheelchair. 

The fatal fire was Morgan County’s sec- 
ond in two weeks, occurring eight days after 
Gary Potter, 42, died in a mobile home fire 
on Spaws Creek. 

Caney Valley, West Liberty, Blackwater 
and Hwy. 172/Peddler Gap firefighters re- 
sponded to 9047 Hwy. 191 after neighbor 
Rodell Haney notified dispatch of a fire in the 
residence at approximately 3 a.m. 

West Liberty Fire Chief John Conley, who 
is also a Caney Valley firefighter, said victim 
identification is pending. 

“One victim was found in a bedroom and 
the other was found in the kitchen,” Conley 
said. “Positive identification has not been 
made. The fire departments remained on the 
scene until 4:30 p.m. to go through the debris 
and conduct thorough investigations of the 
deaths and the fire.”

Farm Bill has no new funds 
for Rural Development 



March 31 — “The latest bud- 
get framework released on March 
25 for the 2008 Farm Bill pro- 
vides zero new resources for 
community and economic devel- 
opment in rural America,” writes 
Matthew D. Chase, executive di- 
rector of the National Association 
of Development Organizations. 
“Out of the more than 10 titles of 
the Farm Bill, Rural Develop- 
ment is the most prominent issue 
area provided a big, fat goose 

egg.” 

Chase calls that “an ominous 



strategic mistake ... at the worst 
possible time, as the United 
States is now falling further be- 
hind our global competitors in 
investing in the fundamental 
building blocks for sustainable 
economic growth and competi- 
tiveness - community and physi- 
cal infrastructure.” USD A Rural 
Development programs already 
have a project backlog of more 
than $2 billion, Chase writes. 

Passage of a Farm Bill has 
been complicated by the Bush 
administration’s threat to veto 



any measure above a certain price 
tag, putting Rural Development 
in competition with commodity, 
nutrition and conservation pro- 
grams. “Rural Development in 
the Farm Bill context shouldn’t 
be viewed as a competitor, but as 
a complementary component,” 
Chase writes. “The agricultural 
sector is a primary beneficiary of 
just about every investment made 
by USD A Rural Development, 
whether related to improved wa- 
ter and water treatment facilities, 
improved housing options for 
workers, more affordable access 
to business financing, assistance 
for value-added production mar- 
keting or cheaper and reliable ser- 
vices from rural electric and tele- 
phone cooperatives.”

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Among Heston’s legacies: 

A stronger NRA, more pro-gun 
Democrats, and maybe Pres. Bush 



April 7 — Charlton Heston, 
who died Saturday at 84, played 
a significant role as president of 
the National Rifle Association in 
changing Democratic politicians’ 
attitudes about gun control, 
writes Calvin Woodward of The 
Associated Press. 

Heston, who had marched for 
civil rights and headed the Screen 
Actors Guild, “became NRA 
president in 1998 as the group 
was dealing with internal strife 
and hostility from Bill Clinton’s 
administration and many in Con- 
gress,” Woodward reports. “It 
raised its membership to 4 mil- 
lion members during his time as 
president,” ending in 2003, when 
he stepped down after being di- 
agnosed with Alzheimer’s Dis- 
ease. 

“Heston may have done more 
for the gun movement than any 
other individual,” NBC News 
Political Director Chuck Todd 
writes in FirstRead. “His leader- 
ship on the issue humanized the 
pro-gun advocates at a time when 
the NRA, in particular, was un- 
der siege by gun control legisla- 
tion all over the country.” 

In the 2000 presidential race, 
the NRA took aim at Democrat 
A1 Gore, “who favored manda- 
tory photo ID licenses for future 
handgun buyers,” Woodward 
notes. The campaign’s iconic 
moment was Heston holding a 
musket high over his head, just 
as he had held the staff of Moses 
in “The Ten Commandments” 



and daring Gore to pry the gun 
“from my cold dead hands.” 

When the returns and exit 
polls were tallied, “About half of 
voters were from gun-owning 
households, and they voted for 
Bush by 61 percent to 36 percent. 
Voters from households without 
guns backed Gore 58 to 39,” 
Woodward notes. Those numbers 
reflected a rural-urban split; Bush 
carried rural voters 62 to 38. 
“Were it not for your active in- 
volvement,” then-Gov. Jeb Bush 
of Florida told Heston later, “it’s 
safe to say my brother may not 
have been president of the United 
States.” 

After the election, Gore 
spokesman Doug Hattaway said 
“I knew we were in trouble” 
when he was flying over Gore’s 
home state of Tennessee and 
overheard one man in business 
class tell another, “The problem 
with A1 Gore is he’ll take our 
guns away.” Woodward con- 
cludes his tale of Heston’s influ- 
ence: “That exchange, it could be 
said, was his Holy Moses mo- 
ment.” 

Gore’s party learned its les- 
son. “Ever since, Democrats in 
presidential and many congres- 
sional and governors’ races have 
scrambled to establish their bona 
fides as hunters, if they can, or 
as admirers of firearms or the 
Second Amendment if they 
can’t,” Woodward notes.

One boy’s escape

God, please make me a good 
boy so I won’t get beaten tomor- 
row! 

This was the prayer that I 
learned my eldest son prayed al- 
most nightly as he grew up in the 
home living under an abusive 
step-dad. 

Children all across our nation 
are crying out silently for help. 
Tears soak their beds at night as 
unbearable pain goes unnoticed 
to public eyes and even to the 
eyes of relatives because they 
learn to keep the hurt hidden in- 
side... Threats are made by the 
abuser that if they report their cir- 
cumstances more abuse will fol- 
low. 

One night 12 years ago I 
opened the door to the room in 
my mother-in-law’s apartment 
where my four children and I 
lived with my now ex-husband 
in Texas. My eldest son looked 
up as he put an item into a small 
duffle bag. I smiled but didn’t 
speak as I knew what he was do- 
ing. I wanted to beg him not to 
go because I knew I’d miss him. 
He had asked me days earlier to 
pack his sister and brother bags 
and run away, but I was afraid. I 
had been threatened for years as 
to the consequences of leaving or 
reporting abuse to outsiders, and 
I believed the brainwashing lies. 

Earlier in the day the two 
younger children and I were in 
the living room when the front 
door opened and my eldest sons 
followed their step-dad into a 
bedroom to be whipped. Anger 
immediately arose within me. 
Sixteen and eighteen year old 
boys did not need to be spanked 
for hitting a baseball with a knot- 
ted limb from a tree ! I looked di- 
rectly at the boys and said, “I 
wouldn’t blame you for running 
away!” I meant every word. I

couldn’t bring myself to run, but 
someone had to escape. 

I replied “It’s the truth!” 

The next morning I awakened 
the boys. The youngest said, 
“He’s gone, mom! He slipped out 
the window early today.” 

I broke down and cried. His 
grandmother said, “How could 
he shame my son?” 

Later I learned he had 25 cents 
in his pocket that his grandpar- 
ents had sent from spending 
money and called his grandfa- 
ther. Dad called the state police 
who contacted the Texas police. 
They picked him up on the high- 
way walking toward Houston. 
They asked if he wanted to re- 
turn to put his step-dad in jail, but 
he refused due to fears that he’d 
place his family in danger if we 
didn’t tell the truth. I believe 
we’d have been free, but I’ll 
never know. 

The police put him into a mo- 
tel until a morning flight out to 
Kentucky. They stayed with him 
all night, then took him to the air- 
port to pick up the prepaid ticket 
bought by his grandfather. He 
was free at last! 

This is Child Abuse Aware- 
ness Month. When I left Montana 
12 years ago to return to live with 
my parents I wasn’t fully aware 
of the extent of abuse that had 
gone on in my own home for 17 
years. I sat on dad’s couch and 
listened to my Navy son relate 
stories of secretive abuse done to 
his siblings and him, and I cried 
for hours. 

In Kentucky many people 
hang a blue ribbon to their car 
antenna in April to remind them 
of child abuse. I tied one to mine 
but removed it after three days 
because it reminded me too much 
of the fear that children encoun- 
ter daily in our state, county, and 
nationally. 

Does a ribbon allow you to 
hear the children crying? Does it 
let you feel the unexpected slaps 
across the face or bruised bodies 
they cover with their clothes? 
Does the ribbon grip your soul 
with the constant verbal abuse 
robbing the children of their 
thoughts day and night of any 
hope of love and self-respect? 

Open your eyes Kentuckians ! 
Open your hearts both Christians 
and non-Christians. This isn’t a 
TV show. The script is real and 
the actors aren’t just acting. The 
hurt goes deep. The wounds 
sometimes never heal. To be hon- 
est... without the love of Jesus 
they never will. But we have a 
saviour who will never leave us 
nor forsake us. The actions of the 
abuser must be forgiven. The 
truth will set you free. 

We are God’s representatives 
on earth. Let’s free some women 
and children (and sometimes 
men)!

Conley noted that a housedog 
also perished in the fire. 

Fire officials disclosed that 
the blaze, which firefighters con- 
tained in approximately one and 
one half hour, appears to have 
originated in the kitchen of the 
severely damaged home. 

“The fire’s cause is undeter- 
mined at this time,” Conley said. 
“We do not suspect that any foul 
play was involved at this stage 
of the investigation. The house 
was old and large, and it was a 
hard fire to fight with limited re- 
sources.” 

According to the state police, 
the victims were pronounced 
dead at 1:15 p.m. by Coroner 
Kenny Perry, who told The Cou- 
rier that the collapse of the 
home’s roof had hampered 
firefighters’ recovery efforts. 

Perry said the bodies were 
transported to the state medical 
examiner’s office in Frankfort for 
autopsies and identification, 
which he thought would likely be 
determined by the victims’ den- 
tal records. 

Agencies assisting in the fire 
investigation include the Caney 
Valley, West Liberty, Blackwater 
and Hwy. 172/Peddler Gap fire 
departments, the Kentucky Fire 
Marshall’s office and the Ken- 
tucky State Police. 

Also assisting at the scene 
were Sheriff Mickey Whitt, 
Deputy Jailer Kevin Lawson and 
local constables. 

Conley said fire officials ex- 
tend their sympathy to the fam- 
ily and thank all volunteers who 
responded to the call and stayed 
on scene throughout the day to 
help with the investigation.

Thirty-one dead horses are 
found on Rowan Co. farm 



The Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture has filed charges 
against the owner of a Rowan 
County farm where state and lo- 
cal authorities found 31 dead 
horses on Tuesday. 

Don Miller is charged with 
violating state law regarding the 
disposition of animal carcasses. 
Investigators with the Rowan 
County Sheriff’s Department and 
the KDA’s Division of Animal 
Health found 1 1 dead horses in a 
barn on the property and 20 more 
in a pasture. Ten horses were 
found alive but in poor health in 
the barn. Another 14 living horses 
were found outside the barn and 
are in good condition. 

KRS 257.160 dictates how 
animal carcasses are to be dis- 
posed of. The first offense is pun- 
ishable by a fine of $100-$500. 
Subsequent offenses are punish- 
able by fines of $500-$ 1,000, up 



to 30 days in jail or both fines 
and jail time. 

The living horses remain on 
Miller’s property under the care 
of a representative of the Lewis 
County Humane Society. The 
carcasses are being buried on the 
site. 

The Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture was notified of the 
situation on the farm and called 
the local sheriff’s office in to as- 
sist with the investigation. 

The Rowan County Sheriff’s 
Department and the KDA are 
continuing to investigate.

The controversy over Sen. 
Barack Obama’s analysis of small- 
town voters has obscured the more 
important issue of how to revive 
rural economies, and some of the 
commentary about the flap has 
failed to make an important dis- 
tinction. All this highlights the 
need for another presidential can- 
didate forum on rural issues, which 
the Institute for Rural Journalism 
and Community Issues and other 
organizations have proposed. 

Dee Davis of the Center for Ru- 
ral Strategies writes on the center’s 
rural news portal, the Daily Yon- 
der , “As this political tempest runs 
its course, the challenge is to see 
if the country can get beyond a 
debate about whether small town 
voters are bitter. The real challenge 
is to follow up on Senator Obama’s 
earlier candid moment. Rural life 
is threatened by economic policy 
that perpetually fails rural commu- 
nities.” 

In rural America, Davis writes, 



PAINTSVILLE, April 9 - In 
a speech Saturday night in 
Paintsville, Lt. Gov. Daniel 
Mongiardo said it is “immoral” not 
to pass a casino gambling bill. 

Addressing members of the 
Johnson County Democratic Party 
at the Ramada Inn, Mongiardo said 
that if the gambling measure, 
House Bill 600, isn’t passed, Ken- 
tucky would lose at least 100,000 
jobs in the horse industry. 

“Kentucky is the largest pro- 
ducer of cattle and horses,” 
Mongiardo told the packed house. 
“We have about 100,000 jobs in the 
thoroughbred industry. We have to 
stop other states from attracting 
our horses and our jobs. If there is 
no gambling, the jobs may pull out. 



“Poverty rates are substantially 
higher, as are rates of unemploy- 
ment, substance abuse, diagnosed 
clinical depression, and deaths in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. The way we 
have come to address these spe- 
cific issues is that every four years 
presidential candidates come to 
Iowa and take a stand on ethanol 
subsidies. As if it mattered. That 
so many small-town voters are not 
embittered by a national political 
process that ignores them may be 
a more unflattering testament than 
the annotated list of Senator 
Obama’s stereotypes.” 

As for Obama’s characteriza- 
tion of small-town voters in Penn- 
sylvania, Davis writes, “There may 
be a measure of truth in all stereo- 
types. That is why they are so dan- 
gerous to use. Who wants to be on 
the receiving end? Who wants to 
be labeled? Even in the context of 
sharing polling data that correlates 
professed values with recurring 
disappointments, who wants to be 
summed up and explained away 



If that happens, places like Lexing- 
ton, Louisville, and other larger 
cities won’t really be affected. It 
will be right here, right here in 
Eastern Kentucky, that will suffer 
devastating effects.” 

Mongiardo said the loss of jobs 
would dramatically affect funding 
for education, heralthcare and tour- 
ism. 

“If you hear people speak about 
the ills of gambling, remind them 
of the ills of losing 100,000 jobs. 
Make sure they have all the infor- 
mation,” Mongiardo told the 
crowd. 

“There are a lot of moral issues 
here. It is immoral to lose jobs. 
This is a topic I feel very passion- 
ate about. It’s not a political issue,” 
he said. “It’s a moral issue to lose 
these jobs. This is about the future 
of Kentucky.” 



for the benefit of Marin County do- 
nors? My bet is that the voters 
across the Bay in inner-city Oak- 
land would enjoy the experience 
no more than those in small-town 
Pennsylvania.” 

The Center for Rural Strategies 
is among the organizations that 
have joined our call for a rural-is- 
sues forum, and Davis suggests 
that it’s become all the more 
timely. “In a time when the world 
is struggling to re-imagine how it 
will feed, fuel, and heal a damaged 
planet,” he writes, “a full-throated 
oratory on where rural fits in may 
find surprisingly attentive audi- 
ences both back home and in par- 
lors beyond.” 

Another supporter of a rural is- 
sues forum is Barbara Leach of My 
Rural America, who writes on her 
blog, “Everything isn’t coming up 
roses in rural America and from 
our viewpoint, it’s a good thing 
when political leaders start recog- 
nizing it.” Other supporters of a 
presidential forum include Farm 
Foundation, the Indiana Farm Bu- 
reau and the League of Rural Vot- 
ers. 

Rural newspaper commentary 
on Obama’s remarks is starting, 
and is not all predictable. Dan 
Jackson is a Paris, Tenn., business- 
man who writes a weekly column 
for The Paris Post-Intelligencer , a 
7,800-circulation daily northwest 
of Nashville. Jackson writes in his 
column be published Wednesday 
that he is for John McCain but is 
now open to supporting Obama, 
“for at least attempting to under- 
stand the situation of the rural 
U.S.” He quotes Obama’s remarks 
and writes: 

“For the life of me I can’t fig- 
ure out where something in that 
paragraph is untrue. Over the last 
25 years how many manufacturing 
jobs have we lost in rural Tennes- 
see never to see them return? How 
many have we lost in the last year? 
How are the cities of Nashville, 
Memphis and even Chattanooga 
doing? Not a lot of job loss there! . 

And what of the Clinton and 
Bush administrations? Did either 
of them implement any policy al- 
leviating the burden on rural 
America? Did either of them struc- 
ture any type of economic policy 
that might at least begin to ease the 
long term job losses in our small 
towns? I don’t think so. So why 
haven’t they? Why is small-town 
America ignored? Why have we 
continued to struggle while those 
in bigger population areas continue 
to succeed? Why? Because our 
voices are small and spread too 
thin. Why? Because Democrats lis- 
ten to the cities and Republicans 
listen to corporations. Why? Be- 



cause it’s too complicated to un- 
derstand and too difficult to fix. So 
when Obama says it’s not surpris- 
ing we’ve become bitter and clung 
to issues we understand how is that 
demeaning? After all, isn’t this ex- 
actly what the Republicans and 
Democrats of our fine land have 
done as well? 

“For the first time in what 
seems like the never ending cam- 
paign for President 2008, one of 
the candidates has mentioned 
small-town America. So when 
Obama says we are bitter isn’t he 
correct?” 

Jackson notes manufacturing 
jobs lost in the Paris area and 
writes, “Tell me those same work- 
ers, displaced and distraught have 
not turned in time of crisis to is- 
sues they understand? For if the 
candidates, hell if the Presidents of 
these United States have not been 
able to understand the issue of job 
loss in small-town America, how 
can Uncle Jimmy or Auntie Jo? 
Can you blame these people for 
voting for President based on gun 
control? Can you blame these 
people for clinging to religion? 
Can you blame these people for a 
fear of Muslims?” 

Rural journalists writing their 
own commentaries on this should 
be sure to note the context in which 
Obama was speaking: how he gets 
votes in rural areas and small 
towns. He was talking about vot- 
ing behavior, not general behavior, 
but that important distinction has 
not been made in much of the com- 
mentary. The best coverage gets it 
right; as Perry Bacon and Shailagh 
Murray write in The Washington 
Post, Obama “explained his 
struggles appealing to working- 
class voters” and quoted him 
speaking in Muncie, Ind. 

“So I said, ‘Well, you know, 
when you’re bitter you turn to what 
you can count on,’ “ he continued. 
“So people they vote about guns, 
or they take comfort from their 
faith and their family and their 
community. And they get mad 
about illegal immigrants who are 
coming over to this country or they 
get frustrated about, you know, 
how things are changing. That’s a 
natural response.” 

The Post reports that aides “de- 
scribed Obama as frustrated with 
himself for word choices such as 
‘cling’ and references to hot-but- 
ton issues including religion and 
guns, but also stunned at the up- 
roar over what to him seemed a 
fundamental fact of American 
life.”

Safety practices can reduce 
farm injuries and deaths 



LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 2 
— Kentucky Larm Bureau re- 
minds everyone to practice safety 
and common sense when work- 
ing in their yards, gardens or 
farms this spring. 

Machines are essential to 
modern, high-output agriculture 
and just taking care of our lawns 
and gardens,” said Marshall 
Coyle, president of Kentucky 
Larm Bureau. “Without them, 
food production would fall far 
short of meeting our needs and 
lawn work would consume more 
time and energy than is available 
to the average homeowner.” 

Unfortunately, each year trac- 
tor accidents in the United States 
account for an estimated 500 fa- 
talities, with thousands more suf- 
fering disabling injuries, and mil- 
lions of dollars lost due to prop- 
erty damage, medical bills, time 
off work, reduced productivity, 
and added insurance costs. 

These incidents are not limited 
to farm-related machinery, but 
include lawn tractors and mow- 
ers. The Consumer Product 
Safety Commission (CPSC) re- 
ports that about 75 people are 
killed and about 20,000 are 
treated annually in hospital emer- 
gency rooms for injuries from 
lawn and garden tractors. One out 
of every five of these deaths in- 
volves a child. 

Thanks to roll-over protective 
systems (ROPS), improved 
shielding, hydraulic control sys- 
tems, and rigorous education by 
manufacturers and safety leaders, 
tractor-related accidental injuries 
have decreased in number and 
severity in recent years. 

However, these accidents still 
claim many lives and are very 
costly. To control these losses, 
Kentucky Larm Bureau advises 
users to utilize safety equipment, 
adopt safe operating and mainte- 
nance practices and follow these 
general safety tips, no matter the 
size of your tractor: 

•Stay alert from “tractor tip- 
pers” such as stumps, logs, rocks, 
holes, ruts, cave-ins, excavations, 
ditches or embankments.

plant growth *Match load to trac- 
tor to avoid overturn by hitching 
to the drawbar (set low), not to 
the axle or frame; not overload- 
ing; applying power slowly when 
starting a heavy load; adding 
front weight for towing heavy 
drawbar loads or mounted tools; 
adding rear weight with a front 
loader; setting the wheel tread as 
wide as practical; and driving 
slowly when pulling a heavy, 
wheeled load, especially if the 
trailing vehicle does not have 
brakes. 

•When on the roads be sure to 
stop before entering or crossing 
a road; signal your intent to slow, 
stop or turn; have proper light- 
ing reflectors and SMV emblems; 
have and use a rearview mirror; 
use flashing warning lights both 
day and night; shift to a lower 
gear before going up or down 
hills and do not coast, to avoid 
free-wheeling gears; and drive 
defensively, always anticipating 
what other drivers might do. 

•Keep all shields in place and 
turn off power before unclogging 
or servicing machinery. 

•DO NOT permit others to 
ride. 

•See that everyone is clear 
before moving machinery. 

• Use recommended protec- 
tive equipment. 

•Luel only when engine is off 
and do not smoke while fueling. 

•Keep the tractor clean and 
properly serviced. 

•Dress properly. Wear long 
pants, long-sleeved shirts (to 
avoid injuries from thrown ob- 
jects like rocks or sticks), close- 
fitting clothes and no jewelry (to 
avoid getting anything caught in 
moving parts), sturdy shoes with 
slip-resistant rubber soles, eye 
protection, heavy gloves (pro- 
tects hands when changing, 
sharpening, or cleaning blades), 
and hearing protection, such as 
ear plugs.

Dr. Kash Rose passes at 86 
in Calif., was Mize native

NAPA, Calif., March 27 — 
The local medical community 
lost a well-liked and respected 
colleague on March 22, when Dr. 
Kash Rose — Napa’s first radi- 
ologist — passed away at age 86 
from complications following a 
fall. 

A trailblazer in local medicine 
whose work influenced state law, 
Rose, a Kentucky native, was 
president of the California Medi- 
cal Association in the late 1970s 
and formed the Radiology Medi- 
cal Group of Napa. Chief of staff 
at Queen of the Valley Medical 
Center in the late 1960s, Rose 
held the same position in the mid- 
1950s at the now defunct Parks 
Victory Hospital — then across 
the street from the Butter Cream 
Bakery on Jefferson Street. 

Comment Dr. Herb Waechtler, 
a retired Napa internist, said his 
friend and colleague, whose ca- 
reer spanned from 1953 to 1991, 
had a great influence in Napa. 

“He started at Parks Victory 
Hospital and was our first Napa 
radiologist. When Kash came, it 
was a godsend really, because 
you could get an X-ray and a 
reading any time of the day, 
which made a tremendous differ- 
ence in patient care. ... He could 
find more things in a black-and- 
white film than anyone I’ve ever 
met. He was an excellent diag- 
nostician,” Waechtler said.Gary 
Rose, Dr. Kash Rose’s son and a 
local Realtor, said his father was 
also past president of the Napa 
County Medical Association. 

Along with other local physi- 
cians, businesses and the Sisters 
of Orange, he said, Rose was in- 
strumental in the movement to 
build the Queen of the Valley. 
Waechtler said Rose worked in 
the ’50s to get the Queen’s bud- 
ding radiology department on 
track by advocating for new 
medical equipment. “(Radiology) 
was the leading need for medical 
equipment and radiology expen- 
ditures had to be justified — and 
Kash initiated proposals for 
equipment,” Waechtler said.“He 
built the radiology department 
from scratch, literally from a de- 
partment in which there were X- 
rays being developed in wet bins 
and moved that department 
through to the beginning of the 
digital age of radiology,” agreed 



Dr. Andrew Nicks, chief of radi- 
ology at the Queen. “He laid the 
foundation for what the group is 
today.” 

Born and raised in Mize, Ky., 
Dr. Rose was also director and 
past president of the American 
Cancer Society, a member of sev- 
eral local humanitarian organiza- 
tions, and was a fellow of the 
American College of Radiology, 
said Nicks. “It is an honor given 
by radiologists in the American 
College to less than 10 percent of 
their colleagues for service to the 
profession,” he said. Rose also 
influenced political reforms in the 
health industry as president of the 
California Medical Association. 
Dr. J.C. Pickett, a Napa orthope- 
dic surgeon and CMA member, 
said Rose was “instrumental in 
getting passage of a bill to stop 
runaway lawsuits and provide 
fair settlements. It made us one 
of the best liability states in the 
country.” 

Waechtler said in addition to 
advocating politically for his col- 
leagues, Rose also spent ample 
time with his patients, who re- 
garded him highly. “He didn’t 
mind sitting and explaining 
things in detail. (Colleagues) also 
came to him for help. He was a 
(general practitioner) back in 



Kentucky, which was good be- 
cause you’d go to him with a 
clinical problem and he’d know 
what you were talking about. 
You’d get a good answer always,” 
he said. 

Said Nicks, “He was more 
than a friend to me and more than 
a mentor. I was very close to him 
for the 32 years I’ve been in town. 
I saw him relate to patients on a 
daily basis and he was the most 
humble, generous, self-effacing 
physician I have ever been 
around.” 

Rose’s late wife, Polly — a 
retired nurse — passed away in 
2006. The pair had three sons: 
Ken, Gary and Don Rose.

First Of Threee 
Parts 

By W. Lynn Nickell 

If you think Blaze, Ezel and 
Insko are strange names for post 
offices what about, Alice, Apple, 
Biggstaff and Lemon?! Those 
names give my computer spell 
check fits! Since 1822, Morgan 
County has had 125 post offices. 
There are only seven offices left 
in the county: West Liberty, 
Crockett, Ezel, Malone, Mize, 
Ophir. and a community office at 
Wrigley. In one of my articles I 
mentioned the Lemon Post Of- 
fice. A few people ask me about 
that office and remarked what an 
unusual name it was. Lollowing 
are a few of the more unusual 
named offices. 

The Lemon Post Office was 
located between the West Liberty 
and Henry (between Liberty 
Road and Woodsbend) post of- 
fices. The name was later 
changed to Liberty Road. Ida M. 
Elam was the first postmaster in 
1902. In 1907, the name was 
changed to Liberty Road when 
Minnie Phillips became postmas- 
ter. (Acknowledgements: Ida 
Mae Wells and Bertie Evans.) 

Apple Post Office was located 
in the Lower Long Branch area 
on Rt. 771. The only postmaster 
was Richard M. Hamilton. The 
office was established in 1926 
and discontinued in 1931 with 
mail being sent to Bonny. The 
first name submitted for the of- 
fice was Noah. 

(Acknowledgements: Dockie 
Murphy, Henrietta McKinney, 
Kenneth Pieratt.) 

The Alice Post Office existed 
for a short time, in fact, from 1907 
until 1918. The office was lo- 



cated between Lenox and 
Elkfork. It was named for the 
daughter of Noah Day, Alice Laye 
Day. The first name submitted for 
the office was “Taft.” Noah Day 
was the only postmaster. 
(Acknowledgement: Lreida 

Lranklin.) 

Biggstaff was located in the 
Railroad Lork road area. It was 
on the O&K Railway line. The 
office lasted only three years, 
from 1902 to 1905. Postmasters 
were Myrtle Keyser, James L. 
Oldham, Isaac S. Miller and 
James W. Henry. The office was 
probably named for the creek in 
the area by the same name. 

The Castle Post Office was 
located on Castle Branch in the 



Wells Station-Walnut Grove 
Church area. The first postmas- 
ter was Goldmon D. Castle in 
1 896. He was followed by George 
S. Castle and the office was dis- 
continued in 1907. 
(Acknowledgement: Roger 

Phipps.) 

Demund Post Office was es- 
tablished in 1903 with Napoleon 
P. Graham as postmaster. He was 
followed by Charles C. Gose, 
who kept the office from 1935 to 
1937, when it was discontinued. 
The office was located between 
Nickell and Salem. The first name 
submitted was Lacy. 
(Acknowledgement: Charles M. 
Walter, Jr.)

Citizens asked not to strip 
slippery elm tree bark 



Henry Clay will 
be Chautauqua 
subject Apr. 24 




George McGee as 
Henry Clay 

Kentucky Chautauqua pre- 
sents George McGee as Henry 
Clay, Kentucky’s great states- 
man, on Thursday, April 24, at 7 
p.m., at Morgan County Public 
Library, Room 201. Refresh- 
ments will be served at 6 p.m. 

Born in Hanover County, Vir- 
ginia, in 1777, Henry Clay was a 
son of a Baptist minister who 
died when Henry was 4. Henry 
came to Lexington, Ky., in No- 
vember 1797, after earning his 
license to practice law. 

In Lexington his career turned 
into over a half century of suc- 
cess in law, politics, and farming. 
He was elected to political office 
for the first time in 1803. Three 
years later he was appointed to 
fill an unexpired term in the U.S. 
Senate. Lollowing his return to 
the legislature, he became 
Speaker of the Kentucky House 
in 1808. In 1811, he won a seat 
in Congress, and was immedi- 
ately elected Speaker of the U.S. 
House of Representatives. He 
held this job 14 years, until Presi- 
dent John Quincy Adams ap- 
pointed him Secretary of State. 

Henry Clay married Lucretia 
Hart, daughter of a prominent 
Lexington family, in 1799. They 
were the parents of 11 children. 
Clay enjoyed farming and rais- 
ing horses when not politicking. 
His horse breeding program, car- 
ried on by his descendants, 
played a major role in the devel- 
opment of Kentucky’s thorough- 
bred industry.

Agriculture Commissioner 
Richie Larmer has joined Ken- 
tucky forestry experts in urging 
citizens to refrain from stripping 
the bark from slippery elm trees. 
Numerous trees reportedly were 
stripped of their bark last year. 

“Stripping all the bark from a 
slippery elm will kill the tree,” 
Commissioner Larmer said. 
“Slippery elm bark can be har- 
vested in a way that will enable 
the tree to live and remain pro- 
ductive.” 

Hundreds of elm trees were 
damaged last year, including 
about 100 on individual resi- 
dences and many more on federal 
property in the Daniel Boone Na- 
tional Lorest. 

“Selling slippery elm bark is 
legal, but taking it from some- 
body else’s property or from pub- 
lic lands is not,” Commissioner 
Larmer pointed out. 

Slippery elm bark is recog- 
nized by the U.S. Lood and Drug 
Administration as a safe and ef- 
fective option for treatment of 
sore throat and respiratory symp- 
toms such as cough, according the 



University of Maryland Medical 
Center website. It also used to 
treat wounds, cuts, certain skin 
conditions (including diaper rash) 
and gastrointestinal ailments. 

Diana Olszowy, of the Ken- 
tucky Division of Lorestry, said 
the wood can be used in applica- 
tions that require cutting against 
the grain, such as parts of a rock- 
ing chair or the part of a banister 
that curls at one end. 

Deborah Hill, extension for- 
estry professor at the University 
of Kentucky, said slippery elm 
bark can be harvested in one or 
two strips an inch wide. The tree 
will live and the wound may close 
over time. 

“Stripping a slippery elm tree 
is an unsustainable and counter- 
productive way to make a buck,” 
Hill said. “There’s nothing wrong 
with harvesting slippery elm 
bark, but stripping all the bark is 
killing the goose that laid the 
golden egg.” 

She also noted that taking all 
of the bark off a slippery elm is 
like “taking all the skin off a hu- 
man being.”

Americans should be allowed to 
choose light bulb of their choice

A flash of inspiration is 
known as a light bulb moment. 
In an instant, things become 
clear, like items in a room when 
you flip on a light switch. 

But soon we will need a new 
cliche. The latest light bulbs do 
not spring to life. Compact fluo- 
rescent bulbs warm up slowly, 
only eventually giving off as 
much light as an incandescent 
bulb gives right away. 

The new bulbs are more ex- 
pensive than traditional bulbs, 
and have other significant draw- 
backs. For example, they contain 
mercury. In some states, it is il- 
legal to throw the bulbs in the 
trash - they must be taken to a 
hazardous waste facility. 

And heaven forbid if you ac- 
cidentally break a fluorescent 
bulb. If that happens, the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
recommends that you turn off the 
heating or air conditioning, clear 
the room and air it out for at least 
15 minutes. 

After that, “Carefully scoop 
up glass fragments and powder 
using stiff paper or cardboard and 
place them in a glass jar with 
metal lid (such as a canning jar) 
or in a sealed plastic bag,” the 
agency advises. Then use duct 
tape to pick up any remaining 
shards of glass. 

If you use a vacuum, “Re- 
move the vacuum bag (or empty 
and wipe the canister) and put the 
bag or vacuum debris in a seal 
plastic bag” once you are fin- 
ished. And “the next several 
times you vacuum, shut off the 
central forced-air heating/air 
conditioning system and open a 
window prior to vacuuming. 

Also, do not forget to check 
to see whether your state requires 
you to deal with the bulb as haz- 
ardous waste. 

Still, when they do not break, 
the fluorescent bulbs are better in 
many ways. They last longer, use 
less electricity and throw off less 
heat. Consumers will reported 
save about $30 over the life of 
each bulb. 

But that raises an interesting 
question: If the new bulbs are 
“superior in every measurable 
way,” as the Mankato (Minne- 
sota) Free Press put it in an edi- 
torial, why did Congress need to 
make traditional incandescent 
bulbs illegal? 

That is right. As part of the 
energy bill passed last year, law- 
makers phased out traditional 
bulbs. In a few years they will be 
outlawed, which could lead to a 
large black market in “Soft 
White” light bulbs. 

Rep. Michelle Bachmann (R- 



Minn.), wants to keep 
Washington’s hands off our light 
sockets. 

“I was just outraged that Con- 
gress would want to substitute its 
judgment for the judgment of the 
American people,” she told re- 
porters when she introduced the 
“Light Bulb Freedom of Choice 
Act last month. That measure 
would repeal the ban on 
incandescents, leaving Ameri- 
cans free to choose their source 
of illumination. 

This only makes sense. 

Americans are smart enough 
to decide for themselves which 
products they would prefer to 
use. It is only inferior or unnec- 
essary products (think of ethanol) 
that require congressional inter- 
vention to survive. Useful or in- 
novative products (iPods, cell 
phones) thrive on their own. 

Not surprisingly, this is ex- 
actly what is happening. Steve 
Rosenstock of the Edison Elec- 
tric Institute says compact fluo- 
rescent lights make up more than 
20 percent of bulbs sold in the 
U.S., up from just 1 percent in 
2001. The market is working, as 
it always does when lawmakers 
stay out of the way. 

The light bulb ban is not the 
first time Congress has attempted 
to protect Americans from waste- 
fulness. Some years ago, law- 
makers outlaws toilets that use 
more than 1.6 gallons per flush. 
The low-flow toilets do not work 
as well, of course. Ironically, they 
often require several flushes to, 
shall we say, get the job done. 

Reflecting on the failure of a 
well-intentioned federal law, the

once said it made him “wonder 
what ever became of our capac- 
ity to govern ourselves.”

The Reporter on Old Dock 

The following is the second 
installment of a planned series of 
articles by local historian, Tony 
Adkins, that will be published 
from time, dealing with the Civil 
War as it might have been expe- 
rienced by an adventurous Mor- 
gan County non-combatant re- 
porter for his hometown newspa- 
per. Some literary license has 
been taken in regard to The 
Mountain Scorcher, which was 
not established in West Liberty 
until some years after the war. 

Early on the morning of April 
3rd after spending the night at 
White Oak at the home of Allen 
May and his wife Ida, on Shingle 
Tree Branch, I brought Old Dock 
out of the barn and hitched him 
to the gatepost. After breakfast I 
put the old Grimsley on him and 
threw the saddle bags across his 
back. I tied the oilcloth roll and 
a sack of biscuits and ham from 
Mrs. May behind the saddle and 
after saying goodby to my wife, 
Cassandra, I was ready to go. 

After rounding the turn at the 
end of the lane, I could no longer 
see Cassandra. I felt a sudden 
emptiness in my heart and began 
having some second thoughts 
about leaving. I decided that I had 
a job to do and had given my 
word to Mr. Thornley and moved 
on. 

I passed the White Oak Chris- 
tian Church and a few houses. 
That was the extent of the small 
community of White Oak. About 
a mile up the road, I came to the 
farm and homestead of Mr. H.P. 
Williams. It was neatly kept and 
everything seemed to be in its 
place. 

Mr. Williams was standing by 
the road and upon finding out 
what I was up to, he advised me 
to go up the branch beside their 
house, cross the hill and go up 
Rockhouse Fork. He felt that I 
should avoid going through 
Bloomington because of the 
Home Guards known to be in the 
area. I took his advice and 
crossed over the hill and forded 
the Licking River. 

I passed the Lacy Creek Road 
that led to the land settled by John 
B. Lacy earlier in the century. I 
traveled up Rockhouse Fork and 
came to the farm of Elijah Brown 
at the mouth of Trace Branch. I 
passed the grave of his son, Wil- 
liam H. Brown, who was hanged 
in West Liberty on Dec. 9, 1853. 
He was convicted in Morgan 
County court for killing the Irish 
peddler Morris Haggerty. 



I was young at the time of the 
hanging and my daddy warned 
me to not be near the place, but I 
sneaked off anyway. I guess he 
thought it would do some kind 
of permanent harm to me. 

I remember the large crowd 
that came from all directions to 
West Liberty to witness the hang- 
ing. There was a carnival-like at- 
mosphere with drummers mak- 
ing the beset of the day hawking 
their wares to the crowd. I re- 
member the hush that came over 
the crowd as the wagon was 
pulled from under the con- 
demned man, sending him into 
eternity. It was a ghastly sight. 

Morris Haggerty is buried be- 
low our house on Spring Branch. 
He lies in an unmarked grave at 
the junction of Spring Branch 
and the Licking River. 

I made my way into Magoffin 
County and stopped at Licking 
Station at the Sarah Gardner resi- 
dence. The white two story house 
truly was a magnificent place, 
looking as I imagined southern 
plantations to look. It is a well 
known stopping place for weary 
travelers to get a good meal and 
to rest tired mounts. Licking Sta- 
tion later became known as 
Adamsville, but is now called 
Salyersville in honor of State 
Rep. Samuel Salyer. He intro- 
duced the bill in Frankfort that 
formed Magoffin County in 1860 
from parts of Morgan, Johnson 
and Floyd counties. 

I decided to move on through 
Salyersville early. The town con- 
sisted of one store, two black- 
smith shops, one tavern and five 
houses. The county had 700 vot- 
ers and was considered a strong 
Union county. I stopped at the 
store to post a letter to Cassandra 
with postmaster Sam Brooks and 
picked up a two-pound bag of dry 
beans. Old Dock had a good mea- 
sure of oats and some fresh wa- 
ter, and we were ready to con- 
tinue our journey. 

I took the Mt. Sterling-Pound 
Gap Road and headed east. About 
four miles out of town I passed 
Burning Springs, a place I had 
often heard of. It was the site of 
an Artesian oil well with water 
and oil forced to the surface from 
somewhere far in the earth. It was 
a curious thing to see but I had to 
keep moving. The road was sure 
an improvement over what I had 
traveled from home. The road 
was first surveyed in 1817 begin- 
ning at Mt. Sterling and running 
through Hazel Green, Licking 
Station, Prestonsburg, 

Laynesville and Piketon, ending 
at the Virginia state line at Pound 
Gap. 

The state authorized $2,700 
for the road in 1824 and another 
$23,000 in 1836. State Rep. 
Samuel May, of Floyd County, 
father of Colonel A.J. May, in- 
troduced the bill authorizing the 
building of the road. His brother, 
Thomas, did much of the work 
from Piketon to Pound Gap. Tho- 
mas and Samuel were relatives 
of mine and I hope to see some 
of the remaining family when I 
reach Prestonsburg. 

Before the war began, live- 
stock raised in central Kentucky

was driven east along the road to 
markets in Abingdon and other 
Virginia towns. Freight wagons 
brought salt from the salt mines 
of Saltville, Va., to central Ken- 
tucky markets and returned with 
loads of iron ingots smelted in 
Bath County Kentucky iron- 
works. Most of the occasional 
traffic now appears to be military 
in nature and I try to avoid it as 
much as possible. 

I reached the battlefield at 
Middle Creek before dark and 
decided to look around some. I 
hoped to see signs of the battle 
last year between the 5th Ken- 
tucky Infantry commanded by 
Brigadier General Humphrey 
Marshall and Colonel James A. 
Garfield commanding the Union 
forces. 

General Marshall is a West 
Point graduate and Mexican War 
hero. Garfield commanded the 
40th and 42nd Ohio Regiments, 
the 1st Squadron Ohio Cavalry, 
the 14th and 22nd Kentucky 
(Union) Regiments and elements 
of the 2nd Virginia Calvary and 
1st Kentucky Calvary (both 
Union) all totaling over 3,000 
men. Marshall opposed him with 
the 29th and 54th Virginia Regi- 
ments, Kentucky Mounted 
Rifles, 5th Kentucky Infantry and 
two companies of dismounted 



Cavalry all totaling just over 
1,500 men. 

There is a small salt works at 
Middle Creek that is important to 
both armies as well as the civil 
population. That and control of 
the Big Sandy River and Mt. 
Sterling-Pound Gap Road 
brought the opposing armies to 
this region to do battle. After the 
battle, both sides withdrew - but 
the region is considered to be 
under Union control. 

The battle took part at the 
Forks of Middle Creek, and I 
found a few signs of the action. 
Lying about were smashed ration 
boxes, flattened paper cartridge 
cases and various other pieces of 
cast off equipment. Marshall’s 
forces withdrew up the Left of 
Middle Creek, but I will have to 
investigate that route later. 

I had spent more time than 
planned at the site and darkness 
was closing in, so I decided to 
spend the night beneath a rock 
overhang. Deciding to not build 
a fire and announce my presence, 
I had a meal of hardtack, corn 
dodgers and an airtight of 
peaches. The corn dodgers had to 
be soaked in the peach juice for 
a time to soften them up to eat. 

Old Dock happily gazed on 
tender spring grass along a small 
stream as I settled in for the night. 
I arose at dawn to a cool spring 
morning and chewed on more 
hardtack as I made ready to leave. 

I had only gone a few miles 
when I reached the town of 
Prestonsburg. After inquiring at 
a small store, I was given direc- 
tions to the Sam May house. Sam 
died in California during the gold 
rush days and was buried there 
by his son, Andrew Jackson May. 
The farm is now owned by a 
cousin, Williams James May. 

I soon reached the May farm 
and was amazed at what I saw. A 
large brick house stood on a knoll 
overlooking the fields and mead- 
ows. It was truly a magnificent 
sight. I rode up to the front of the 
house, dismounted and tied Old 
Dock to the hitching post. A man 
came to the door and announced 
himself as William. I told him my

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name and that I was related 
through his cousin Mary, 
Andrew’s sister. I was welcomed 
in and introduced to the other 
family members. 

We spent the day looking over 
the farm and areas where A.J. had 
drilled and trained the 5th Ken- 
tucky Infantry at the farm after 
bringing them from West Liberty. 
He showed me a grist mill that 
both armies had used to grind 
corn for their troops at different 
times. I slept that night in one of 
the guest rooms in a bed contain- 
ing the thickest feather filled 
mattress I have ever seen. 

I arose early the next morn- 
ing to the aroma of coffee and 
cured ham being prepared. I de- 
scended the stairs and was di- 
rected to a “wash room” just off 
the kitchen. After cleaning up a 
bit, I entered the dining room and 
was shown to a seat at the large 
food-laden walnut table. After a 
feast of ham, eggs, grits, biscuits, 
fried apples and red-eyed gravy, 
I was ready to resume my jour- 
ney eastward. 

Old Dock was tied to the 
hitching post saddled and ready 
to go. A large burlap bag stuffed 
with a variety of provisions was 
tied behind the saddle and a 
smaller one filled with oats was 
slung beneath it. I was given a 
small package and two letters to 
deliver to Colonel A.J. May. I 
gave William a letter to 
Cassandra and a dispatch for Mr. 
Thornley to be posted. I was of- 
fered the loan of a Colt Navy but 
again decided against being 
armed. I said my goodbyes and 
headed out as the eastern sky be- 
gan to lighten. 

As I traveled east, I passed a 
few Yankee detachments heading 
west. They must have been in a 
hurry as they paid me no mind. 
At about 11 a.m., I came to the 
small village of Laynesville and 
decided to pass on through with- 
out stopping. I felt that the less I 
talked to people, the better off I 
would be. I stopped a few miles 
up t he road and found a secluded 
place to have my midday meal 
of biscuits and cured ham. Old 
Dock had spring grass and water 
and we moved on. I wanted to be 
at or near Piketon by dark if pos- 
sible. 

When within sight of the 
town, I decided to stop for the 
night outside the town limits as

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it was near dark. I wanted to 
move on through early and avoid 
any Home Guard or Federal 
troops. I had been warned by 
William of a rebel camp com- 
manded by Jack Fork located at 
the mouth of Brad’s Branch. 

I arose early the next morn- 
ing and headed through the town 
passing about a dozen houses and 
stores along the main street. 
Piketon had no local newspaper, 
but was served by the Herald of 
Catlettsburg, published by 
Charles D. Convey, of New York. 
I took a chance and stopped at 
the last store at the edge of town 
and picked up a copy (three 
weeks old) to catch up on the lat- 
est war news. 

I was through town by good 
light, but had several hard miles 
before the Virginia line. I came 
to Robinson Creek after several 
miles. John May settled here in 
the late 1700s, coming from Vir- 
ginia. He was Samuel’s dad and 
the first to settle the area. I hope 
to explore the area on my return. 
Old Dock plodded slowly up the 
mountain road as the day wore 
on. 

By dusk I was close to the 
summit and decided to stop for 
the night. I took a chance and 
built a small fire to boil coffee 
and fry some bacon then settled 
in for the night. The next morn- 
ing I left early and soon reached 
the top of the mountain at Shelby 
Gap. I could see Virginia’s beauty 
through the early morning mist 
and my thoughts were of 
Cassandra.

Upon entering the gym, there 
was a choice to be made. At the 
goal to my left, the local high 
school superstar was setting the 
net ablaze as he shot alone, per- 
fecting his expertise from three- 
point range. At the opposite end 
of the court, an elderly gentle- 
man, tall and bespectacled, was 
also shooting alone, lofting two- 
hand set shots. 

This was a no-brainer. The old 
guy would probablyappreciate 
me chasing down his missed 
shots, and I could impress him 
with my dead-eye accuracy. Over 
the next 20 or so minutes, that’s 
pretty muchwhat happened. Ex- 
cept it was he chasing down my 
misses while he drilled shot af- 
ter shot from all over the court. 

“So,” I said, “I guess you must 
have played some ballback in 
high school?” “Yes,” he replied, 
“and a little bit in college, too.” 
And that’s how I first met 
Wickliffe, Kentucky, native 
Kenny Rollins, a member of 
Adolph Rupp’s greatest team 
ever, The Fabulous Five. 

Now 84, he was probably in 
his late 60s when he invited me 
to his home for an interview. As 
a long-time fan of Wildcat bas- 
ketball, the experience was akin 
to spending a day in Heaven. 

There have been dozens of 
encounters with UK athletes past 
and present over the years, and 
Rollins is far and away the nic- 
est and most humble. Persuading 
him to talk about his value to the 
team wasn’t easy, as he prefers 
to sing the praises of talented 
teammates Ralph Beard, Alex 
Groza, Cliff Barker, and Wah 
Wah Jones. 

He recalled how he “wasn’t 
that much of a scorer,” but Rupp 
appreciated him for his all-out 
defensive efforts. In the 1948 Fi- 
nal Four played at New York’s 
Madison Square Garden, he drew 
the assignment of guarding the 
great Bob Cousey. The future 
NBA star with the Boston Celtics 
had led his Holy Cross team to 
the NCAA championship the 
year before and was primed for a 
repeat performance. “He got six 
points, but four of them came 
while I was on the bench for a 
rest,” said Rollins. 

Thanks to a student manager, 
Rollins was given a unique sou- 
venir from the night he shut 
Cousey down. “After the game, 
the manager went up into the 
Holy Cross student section and 
got a banner fans had been wav- 



ing,” he said. As we exited his 
home through the garage, Rollins 
found the memento tucked away 
inside a box. He unfurled the ban- 
ner, exposing the message 
“Cousey Is The Greatest” in 
oversized white lettering on a 
blue background. Maybe he was, 
but not on the night number 26 
was in his face. 

In the late 1970s I got to spend 
some time with two UK greats 
of the 1930s. Forrest “Aggie” 
Sale and Paul McBrayer ac- 
cepted my invitation to serve as 
co-grand marshals of the Christ- 
mas parade in their native 
Fawrenceburg. Sale had been a 
highly successful coach and busi- 
nessman in his wife’s hometown 
of Harrodsburg. He once told me 
Coach Rupp had loaned him his 
car so he could take his future 
wife out on a date. You have to 
wonder if that might not be an 
acceptable practice under today’s 
NCAA rules. McBrayer was not 
only an outstanding player for the 
Wildcats, but an assistant coach 
under Rupp before leaving for 
military service. Upon returning, 
he found Harry Fancaster had 
been hired for his old job, leav- 
ing him feeling rather bitter. 

He traveled on down the road 



to Richmond where he put to- 
gether some tremendous teams at 
Eastern. I was in Eastern’s arena 
on the night it was named in his 
honor. Seeing him surrounded by 
dozens of his former players and 
the respect they had for their 
coach was a special moment. A 
number of years back, I dialed up 
then UK athletics director C. M. 
Newton and asked him why 
McBrayer had never been hon- 
ored by having his jersey hung 
from the rafters of Rupp Arena. 
His reply was, “Don, we have so 
many great and deserving play- 
ers. Why, we haven’t even hon- 
ored Kyle Macy yet.” 

Since our conversation, 
Macy’s jersey has been retired. 
The dwindling number of Coach 
McBrayer ’s family and friends 
are still waiting.

Heightened troop levels provide 
‘surge’ of success in Iraq war

Are we succeeding in Iraq? 
Look no further than the front 
page of your daily newspaper. 
What had been a steady surge of 
bad news has now slowed to a 
trickle. 

Our military’s success on the 
ground is changing public expec- 



tation as well. A recent survey by 
the Pew Research Center for the 
People and the Press found that 
most Americans (53 percent) now 
think “the U.S. will ultimately 
succeed in achieving its goals” in 
Iraq. That is up from 42 percent 
in the fall of 2007. 

Why the improvement? We 



can thank the “surge.” 

A little more than a year ago, 
Pres. Bush announced he would 
be sending more U.S. troops to 
Iraq. They deployed over the 
course of several months, and 
were all in country by June. It was 
a bold decision. His party suf- 
fered a humiliating defeat in the 
midterm elections, and the Iraq 
Study Group had recommended 
a troop withdrawal. Plus, opinion 
polls showed the pubic had 
soured on the war. 

Still, more American troops 
flowed into Iraq under a new 
commander, Gen. David 
Petraeus, with a new 
counterinsurgency strategy that 
puts a premium on protecting 
Iraqi civilians and dispersing U.S. 
troops more widely to create ar- 
eas of security. The results have 
been breathtaking. 

In December 2006, there had 
been more than 1,600 secretarian 
killings in Iraq. Within six 
months that number had been 
more than cut in half. Before the 
surge, Anbar province was under 
al Qaeda’s control. 

“We haven’t been defeated 
military but we have been de- 
feated politically - and that’s 
where wars are won and lost,” 
one Army officers said in the fall 
of 2006. 

That, too, turned around in just 
a few months. 

“I think, in that area, we have 
turned the corner,” Marine Gen. 
James Conway told reporters af- 
ter visiting Anbar in April 2007, 
barely three months into the 
surge. 

Things turned around fast be- 
cause the surge convinced many 
of Iraq’s Sunnis to stop fighting 
the Iraqi government and join us 
in fighting al Qaeda. 

Now, al Qaeda in Iraq has 
been decimated as a fighting 
force. Iraq’s interior ministry an- 
nounced late last year that three 
quarters of its terrorist network 
had been destroyed. But all this 
progress is, as yet, fragile. 

“I did run into anxiety among 
many Iraqi officials about talk of 
a precipitous American with- 
drawal form Iraq,” Rep. Mike 
Pence (R-Indiana), reported after 
a recent trip to Iraq. “Regular Ira- 
qis on the street see the vital and 
critical importance of a durable 
American presence, at least in the 
near term. And people understand 
the American soldier, combined 
with the cooperation of Sunni and 
Shia Arabs in this country, is the 
pathway toward stability and a 
successful free and democratic 
Iraq.” 

This support is critical, be- 
cause the United States cannot 
simply wash its hands of the 
Middle East, no matter how much 
we might want to. As we learned 
on Sept. 1 1 , the oceans no longer 
protect us against the pathologies 
of a handful of relimous extrem- 



ists. 

The U.S needs to engage Mus- 
lims and encourage them to settle 
peacefully the differences within 
their faith. We are seeing that to- 
day in Iraq, where Sunni Mus- 
lims increasingly are working 
with Shia Muslims to put an end 
to violence. This is the best way 
forward. 

It was five years ago this 
month that the United States led 
a coalition into Iraq to, finally, 



remove Saddam Hussein and de- 
fend the international law he had 
flouted for decades. In the years 
since, we have enjoyed successes 
and suffered setbacks. Predict- 
ably, opinion polls have moved 
up and down over the course of 
the war. 

But the bottom line is that the 
surge is working. 

If we press on in helping to 
pacify the nation and bringing 
Muslims together to battle al 



Qaeda and other terrorist groups, 
we can make the world a safer, 
more secure place. A worthwhile 
goal, to say the least - even if the 
news doesn’t make the front 
page.
